SOLDIERS BURIED ALIVE. 

Disinterment of Bodies at Fort Hayes, 

• Han,, Shows Ghastly 

” Mistake. 

Horrible discoveries were lately 
made in the cemeteries of old Fort 
Hayes, Kan., where the bodies of sol- 
diet s buried during frontier days are 
being disinterred and taken to Leaven¬ 
worth for reburial. These discoveries 
go to show that a large number of 
those buried during the cholera scare 
and epidemic were really buried alive 
and .aflerward ■ returned to 'Conscious¬ 
ness while in the tomb. The matter 
is being discussed as little as possible 
among/.those'doing the word', 1 and is 
bejng suppressed by the-, authorities, 
who are giving out little or no’ in¬ 
formation. 

Caskets werfe disinterred that gave 
evidences of-frightful struggles of 
the inmates for life. Some of the 
bodies "had turned over; others had 
the legs drawn up to the neck; in 
others the. hands were filled with hair 
that had been torn out by the roots, 
alid the faces were distorted fear¬ 
fully. , I 11 some .the clothing was al¬ 
most torn from the bodies. 

The principal evidences of living 
. interments were found in the section 
of the old cemetery, where a large 
number of cholera victims had been 
buried. During the cholera scare the 
health laws required the immediate 
burial of victims after they were prq- 
nbunced dead. It is supposed that 
in the haste and fright a number of 
supposed dead men were buried, and 
, .that these later returned to con- 
• SCiousness.

CHANGES IN BIRTH RATES. 

London Statistician Says Fluctua¬ 
tions Rise and Fall with 
.' '' # Prices. 

:At a meeting tof the Royal Statis¬ 
tical soefecy, held recently in London 
at the -society’s' rooms, a paper was 
’read on “T-lie Changes in the Mar¬ 
riage'and Birth Rates in England and 
, jyales During the Last Half Century, 

; i.witli an--Inquiry as to Their Causes,” 
>by G:- Ufiny Yule.® * ' 

A careful - examination in the fluc¬ 
tuations in the birth rate showed, de¬ 
clared Mr.. Yule, that it appeared to 
respond,.like the marriage rate, lo the 
cycle, of -t|ade and industry, though 
the movement is curiously ’ irreg-ular ■ 
as compared with that of the latter 
■ rate, The fall of the birth rate, or a- 
-marked increase in the rate of fall, 
commenced in many European coun¬ 
tries just about 1875-7G, that is, when 
the effect of the fall in prices from 
1S73 was just beginning to made itself 
l’elt. 

The turning point was too well 
marked not to he due to some very 
definite.cause,.and too widespread to 
be ascribed to any cause of at all 
a local character. The greatest inter- 
censal increase rates in England and 
Wales occurred, it was pointed out, 
after periods of high prices. 

WORDS BUT RARELY USED. 

Strange Sentence in English Which 
Was Rattled OR by a Phil¬ 
ologist.

It is a fair 
question-why eh it roll congregations 
ought not \o be protecled from the 
dangers of fire fttlil panic as well as 
theater audiences.—Boston Herald.

More Pertinent Discussion of a Most 
•Seasonable Subject—A Good' 
Building, 

The most essential requirements 
of an ice-house are: A dry founda- 
, tion , Perfectly sealed against entrance 
j. of air - An air-tight ceiling, or wall 
around the ice, so that any dampness 
that " may exist in the wall will he 
evaporated from the outside, thus by 
the influence of the evaporation wih 
have a tendency to cool the wall, a 
well ventilated, but tight roof, with 
gabies open to the air through which 
a current of air may pass, so the mois¬ 
ture which gathers in the covering of 
the ice may be evaporated and the 
covering kept cool and dry. Two feet 
of covering should be kept on the ice, 
and this may be hay, fine sfraw, chaff 
or saw dust; in fact any porous sub¬ 
stance that will not decompose quick-

ly. We have ‘always used hay with 
•good results. This makes a covering 
that can be quickly removed and re¬ 
placed, and is easily cleaned off from 
the ice. One of the principle things 
to be remembered in keeping ice is 
to see that there are an Infinite num¬ 
ber of minute air spaces in the mass 
of porous dry packing, so as to take 
off all moisture. The inner wall of 
the house should be tight so as to 
exclude aiy completely. Saw dust 
best answers the 'purpose of filling 
in between the walls. 

^fBe sure that the. ice is packed in a 
solid mass. This is secured by 
sweeping all the fine dust and small 
pieces of ice into the crevices, making 
a-single solid block of ice, and to fur¬ 
ther prevent any air space between 
the cakes, I would have the ice cut in 
blocks so that the joints are broken, 
as for instance 10 x 2-1 or 12x18 cross¬ 
ing two, thus effectually preventing 
circulation of air through the mass. 

The building should be- located on' 
high and dry ground, where the wind 
will have a chance to strike it from 
all sides. It should have no shade. 
The floor should be carefully sealed 
against the entrance of air. In many 
instances this is the weakest part of

an ice-house. It will not be necessary 
to have any floor if the soil is clayey 
and air-prpof, otherwise a cement 
floor should be put in. This should 
have good drainage, by making sev¬ 
eral channels all conveying to one 
corner where a perfect air-trap, made 
like an S laid on its side is placed. 
Water will always stand in this, thus 
preventing the entrance of air. After 
filling, as the weather commences to 
be warm, go o’ver the ice frequently 
and see that there are no air holes, 
which will quickly cut a way through 
the ice. 

In describing a building which can 
be utilized as an ice-house and cool¬ 
ing chamber combined, the Ohio Far¬ 
mer says: The dimensions of the 
building as well as the cooling cham¬ 
ber could be made to suit (he require¬ 
ments of the builder. The building 
! described Is 12 ft. wide, 1-1 ft. long 
and 12 ft. high, with the chamber 8 
ft. long and (i ft. wide. Fig. 1 shows 
the chamber with ice on three sides 
of it, The celling is sloping to bet¬ 
ter support the weight of the ice and 
secure the necessary drainage. The 
floor should be of cement and placed 
about about 8 feet below the surface 
of the ground so as to take ad van 
tage of the coolness of the earth. At 
0 in Fig. 1 a pipe is placed to take 
the drainage from the ice into a trough 
In which cooling cans for milk may 
be set. 

Fig, 2 shows a cross section of the 
building. The door Of the chamber is 
protected by a porch, and should be 
oil the north side of the building. To 
further protect the chamber, a vesti¬ 
bule might be built at the entrance 
anti two doors fitieo. This building, 
if properly constructed? furnishes a 
cheap and serviceable storage room 
for summer use,
